NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 83 creates a claim of a new scope that had previously not been presented 
in this prosecution. Dependent claim 83 (allowed) depends on independent claim 1 (allowed). Applicant has now proposed combining 
allowed dependent claim 83 with independent claim 80 (rejected). Dependent claim 83 was allowed because it incorporated the allowable 
subject matter of independent claim 1.
